their own private club. More broadly, Dukakis People 
are liberal Democrats and Independents who’ve partic-

in, benefitted from, merely cheered the 
golden age Massachusetts liberalism, Dukakis-style. 
Many the older Dukakis People who entered politics 
the 1970s are now entrenched establishment figures 
with investment the status quo. The newer 
activists, particularly those drawn into the 1982 anti- 
King crusade, tend more issue-oriented, con- 
cerned more with pursuing ideological than 
following particular candidate. 

And though their point man may have abdicated his 
political influence, they haven’t. Dukakis People, 
whether uncommitted pledged one the current- 
announced gubernatorial candidates, will dominate 
the party caucuses February and, therefore, the 
nominating convention early June. There’s every 
reason think they could also tip the balance 
closely contested Democratic primary next September.

Sarah Flint-Elsey 
public housing’s bad rap 


the days following the shooting Charles and 
Carol Stuart, cops and reporters descended Mission 
Hill. That invasion, many say, made the racially and 
economically mixed neighborhood another victim 
the unfolding Stuart drama. But Sarah Flint-Elsey, 
executive director Tenants United for Public Housing 
Progress, says that charge isn’t wholly accurate. 

“It’s the Mission Hill public-housing residents, not 
the overall community,” who were targeted the 
invasion, she says. “They [police] didn’t the so- 
called prestigious streets and break doors and harass 
kids. This attack was the Mission Hill public- 

“The fact that when negative things occur, the first 
place that’s looked public housing. And no, it’s not 
fair, because everyone who lives public housing 
not criminal, they don’t sell drugs, they’re not all 
welfare. it’s about time this stigma’s removed. 

“The only time the media are there [in public- 
housing developments] when there’s blood and gore. 
But over the past five years, public-housing tenants 
have really been working improve their image. There 
are all kinds positive things: they’re working 
bringing day care, they work the drug issue, 
resources. None that publicized.”

But 
December the attorney general’s office ruled that the 
referendum was invalid. The secretary state’s office 
refused hand out the signature-collection forms, and 
Collins and his fellow petitioners filed suit Friday, 
January 

Last Wednesday the Supreme Judicial Court granted 
Collins and his gang preliminary injunction, allowing 
them begin collecting the 25,000 signatures. they 
meet the January deadline, and the high court rules 
their favor the lawsuit, the repeal question will 
appear the November ballot. But should they fall 
short the signature drive, the court bother 
taking the case, and the gay-rights law that took 


years win legislative approval will stand.

RENDING CONTROL 


Over Cambridge, the New Year off blazing 
start with yet another convoluted skirmish over rent 
control full swing. 

This battle started last month, when outgoing City 
special-interest legislation that would help some 
property-owners get out from under rent control. get 
passed, Vellucci had call two special council 
sessions between Christmas and New Day 
sort parliamentary guerrilla tactic that led the 
passage the measure December 26. 

Four days later, the new council opened its term with 
three-hour hearing the matter, and then decided 
start the process overturning the ordinance (though 
there some question whether was ever valid).

Checkmated 
the check-off

ith all had going for it, the AIDS check-off bill 
should have passed. The brainchild Boston 

City Councilor David Scondras, the bill would 
have established check-off box state-income-tax 
forms, allowing filers divert portion their tax 
refund AIDS research. Introduced the House early 
last year, the bill had almost universal support among 
legislators, health-care providers, and the AIDS 
community. Even hard-line conservative had 
pledged their support. After all, would raise public 
awareness pressing health crisis, and could 
generate hundreds thousands dollars without 
costing the state cent. 

But the bill died midnight, January the final bell 
the 1989 legislative session. had passed the House and 
was ready for vote the full Senate. But the last- 
minute rush, fell the wayside. 

Publicly, legislators say they just ran out time, but 
privately, virtually everyone lawmakers and Beacon 
Hill observers alike agree the bill could have cleared 
the final hurdle had Scondras run the race differently. 

Instead bringing his supporters from the public- 
health, gay, and AIDS communities lobby during the 
last few critical days the session, Boston’s only openly 
gay city councilor carried the ball himself. Given his 
tenacious, unrelenting lobbying style and his eccentric 
nature, Scondras not the most popular politician 
Beacon Hill begin with, and, either ignorant the 
unwritten rules for conducting State House business 
unwilling abide them, wound alienating 
some natural supporters. the end, observers 
measure came seen more the Scondras bill than 
the AIDS-funding bill, and that probably did in. 

“The best lobbying strategy making crystal clear 
that this not just priority for the gay community,” 
says one legislator. “David Scondras doing Lone 
Ranger act isn’t helping.” 

Nearly everyone praises Scondras for coming with 


creative source new funding for AIDS. 


success the three existing 
(for the election-campaign fund, endangered-wildlife 
conservation, and organ transplants), Scondras hoped 
tax check-off would raise least $300,000 annually for 
AIDS research and education.

Michael Barrett. The Cambridge senator supports the bill 
and says might make one his top priorities the 
coming year; but, adds, Scondras has yet ask him 
lead the fight.

number diverse voices the Hill, Scondras relied 
primarily his own, especially during the last few 
weeks the Instead hearing from, say, 
former Department Public Health commissioner 
Deborah Prothrow-Stith, Nobel laureate and Harvard 
University professor George Wald, the assorted other 
representatives the medical community who, 
according Scondras’s office, supported the bill, 
legislators heard almost solely from the sponsor himself. 

Scondras even failed bring out vocal support from 
leading gay and AIDS organizations around the state 
that endorsed the idea. The Massachusetts Gay and 
Lesbian Political Caucus supports the AIDS check-off 
but did not lobby its behalf. “Not single gay 
organization, including AIDS 
‘contacted favor [of the bill],” says one senator. 

Many these health-care professionals and 
community leaders did make their support known, but 
often quiet ways early the legislative year, such

Bashing cops this 
case, they argue, doesn’t necessarily 
mean they fault the search-on-sight 
procedure general.

Whereas Roxbury 1980 was 
characterized primarily despair and 
blight, today marked scattered 
signs hope. Butifisstillanareaof 
unrealized mega-projects, 
unimproved private housing, 
undercapitalized businesses, few 
supermarkets, bank branches, and retail 
stores place unfulfilled economic 
promise likely remain the 
local economy deflates. 

The people Roxbury sense this, 
minority leaders say. And that 
knowledge has fueled some the 
widespread anger the community that 
erupted fury when news broke that 
was apparently Chuck Stuart who had 
murdered his wife, Carol, and their 
unborn child. 

“Things like Boston State and Parcel 
have played out this [the Stuart case] 
like when you have steady hum,” says 
Representative Byron Rushing (D-South 
End).

The downturn the local economy 
and the state’s budget crisis are hitting 
minority areas harder and faster than 
they’re hitting other communities the 
commonwealth. Black unemployment

stood 9.6 percent and Hispanic 
unemployment percent, whereas 
white unemployment was 4.6 percent. 
State-budget cuts have taken sizable 
chunks out housing-assistance 
programs, and many minority families, 
estimated percent which earn 
less than $30,000, are scrambling pay 
exorbitant rents. (One-bedroom 
apartments Roxbury typically rent for 
$700 month.) 

minority families can afford buy 
something like triple-decker house 
Roxbury, which typically runs between 
$175,000 and $200,000, they have trouble 
getting mortgage. Recent studies show 
that banks write percent fewer 
mortgages for residents minority 
neighborhoods than for those white 
communities, regardless other factors, 
including education and income.

are sure affect our politics and the 
image Boston around the country, 
well. age which sensational local 
cases the attack the Central Park 
jogger, the Montreal murders, and the 
Tawana Brawley affair quickly 
become the stuff national news, the 
Stuart affair has put Boston front 
pages and newscasts across the 
country. 

The impact the Stuart case can 
assessed posing three questions: how 
will this case affect the Massachusetts 
electorate’s image the state and the 
city; how will affect the country’s 
image Boston; and the treatment 
the case the police and the media 
unique Boston could have 
happened anywhere? 


The Massachusetts electorate’s 
image the state 

Voters will not see the Stuart case 
isolated occurrence. Rather, they are 
social disintegration that began with the 
failure Michael Dukakis’s presidential 
campaign. The Massachusetts 
establishment appears crumbling. 
the past year, voters have learned 


dismay that our state government 


can’t govern, our banks can’t make good 
loans, and our computer companies can’t 
sell computers. Now also 
discovered that our law-enforcement 
officials are second-rate and the media 
don’t work very well either. The 
predictable result that angry voters 
have lost confidence institutions. 
Massachusetts still doing fairly well 
economically, yet the state seems the 
verge nervous breakdown. Even the 
sports teams are falling apart. 

What makes this all the more striking 
that comes time when the rest 
the country’s faith government and 
institutions higher than has been 
any time the past two decades. The 
pictures incompetence home are 
sharp contrast what going the 
White House, even the Kremlin. 
Massachusetts once again totally out 
synch with the rest the culture. This 
means that political trends here are 
unlikely match trends elsewhere and 
that the provincialism the city and its 
residents likely become even more 
pronounced the months ahead. also 
means that though voters the rest 
the country will tend opt for can-do 
insiders the early ‘90s, Massachusetts 
voters will susceptible protest 
candidacies, which flourish when public 
confidence low. Massachusetts today 
resembles the country the days 
following Watergate. 


The country’s image Boston 
Throughout the Boston enjoyed 
reputation one the country’s most 
desirable locations. The economy was 
booming. Newsweek called the city the 
“yuppie capital the country.” Hip 
television series like Spenser: For Hire, 
St. Elsewhere, and Cheers presented 
positive image city with real 
neighborhoods and feeling 
community. The promulgation this 
image culminated 1988 the 
nomination Dukakis, whose campaign 
told the country would “do for 
America what did for 
That positive picture began crumble 


the 1988 campaign, when George Bush 
painted alternative vision 
Massachusetts state with dirty 
harbors and rampaging convicts out 
parole. The negative image received 
further reinforcement during 1989, the 
Massachusetts miracle began 
evaporate and the state government 
became paralyzed. Now the Stuart case, 
which presenting Boston the nation 
provincial city with incompetent 
police and reporters, torn racial strife, 
damaging the city’s image even more. 
What makes the national media’s 
negative portrayals Boston today

That could affect 
everything the from the state 
the economy (companies with black 
employees will think twice about moving 
here) our clout Congress (don’t 
expect any more presidential candidates 
from Massachusetts for long time). 


Could have happened 
anywhere? 

Obviously, horrible crimes can occur 
anywhere. But there have been 
legitimate questions raised about the way 
Boston’s elected officials, police, and 
reporters reacted the Stuart case. 
Would the reaction have been the same 
elsewhere? answer that question, 
however speculatively, would 
helpful examine the response two 
points: right after the shooting and six 
weeks later. 

Given the dramatic elements the 
crime the call, the live coverage, the 
pregnant wife the Stuart case probably 
would have initially received the same 
sensational treatment almost anywhere. 
Sure, there was racial element, but had 
the circumstances been reversed 
say middle-class black man had 
charged and his wife were attacked 
white mob the story would have 
received similar attention and the police 
would have launched aggressive 
manhunt for the killers. The 
decision invade Mission Hill may have 
been influenced the fact that Boston 
has fewer black officials than almost any 
other major American city. But it’s hard 
argue that the racial climate worse 
here than cities like New York 
Miami, that the public and media here 
were more willing initially buy 
story than their counterparts elsewhere 
would have been. The reaction here may 
have differed degree, but not kind. 

however, have been more skeptical 
Stuart’s story when nothing broke after 
six weeks?

What some interpret cultural 
philosophical barriers un- 
ionization among Chinese and 
other immigrant workers, others 
explain practical pitfalls 
causing stink language prob- 
lems, lack knowledge 
worker rights, the absence 
labor-union tradition 
often dissipate the face boss 
man manipulation. 

“They buy 
into the American Dream that 
this the land opportunity, 
things are wonderful here, and 
things aren’t working out, must 
fault,” says Suzanne Lee, 
“But then you come with the 
reality that there’s only much 
shit you can take.” 

For the Chinese workers 
the shit hit the fan over 
the rumored layoffs. rather, 
the rumored-turned-real layoffs.

Toa 
great extent, they are the folks 
who give money campaigns 
help round others donate. 
The eventual winner the Dem- 
ocratic primary will have either 
mobilized neutralized their 
political clout, but they certainly 
have ignored it. 

And while the Dukakis People 
have been relatively predictable 
political force throughout the 
decade, that’s longer true. “All 
bets are off,” says veteran Demo- 
cratic political consultant Dan 
Payne. “Dukakis hasn’t done 
much care and feeding that 
organization. they now be- 
come the delegates whoever 
they make deal with.” 

They likely want 
deal with State Representative 
John Flood, whose entire cam- 
paign predicated rejection 
Dukakis. It’s hard imagine 
them gravitating toward Boston 
University president John Silber, 
whose ideology large part

some Dukakis People, but his 
possible entrance into the race 
could come too late for many 
operatives already under pres- 
sure choose sides. 

That leaves Bellotti and 
Murphy, each claiming the

Then, 1981, under 
the auspices former Mayor Kevin White's 
Unified Facilities Plan, effort save money 
closing third the city’s schools and consolidat- 
ing resources, the doors the Bowditch and 
other schools were closed and locked. Two years 
later, the schools, well the old firehouse 
ver, prohibited.

But like that any desirable area, the 
North End’s personality changing, and 
the sharp ethnic lines that have defined 
the neighborhood clearly are blurring. 
White Hen Pantry crops Hanover 
Street where locally owned hardware 
store used be. Young professionals 
Salem Street brush past old-timers they 
rush home from work. Italian accents 
not mention Italian cafés and restau- 
rants and shops still abound, but their 
presence more diluted today, more fre- 
quently juxtaposed with the sounds and 
sights Anytown, USA. Modern conve- 
nience stores and laundromats. restau- 
rant that offers “American Home 
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Cooking.” Condos. 

For the outsider the North End, the 
shift cuts both ways. Non-natives who try 
hard can still work their way into the fab-

$100 week rent. According 
Conny Doty, administrator the 
Boston Rent Equity Board, there 
were 25,000 licensed lodging 
rooms the city the 1950s. 

And 
1986, the last year study was 
done, there were fewer than 
direct correlation 
between people living lodging 
houses and then becoming home- 
less when the lodging houses 
were removed,” she says. 

City ordinances have protected 
rooming houses for more 
than two years, and present 
there bill Governor 
Michael desk put 
18-month moratorium the 
destruction conversion lodg- 
ing facilities statewide.

This cheery, clean, plastic-table-clothed place called 
the Corner The best meal here would one 
composed appetizers. The taramosalata cold 
mashed-potato and carp-roe “salad” ($2.50) was deli- 
cately spiced surprise the palate. The “eggplant salad” 
($2.75) was not the expected baba ganouj but rather 
coarsely chopped eggplant and tomato, seasoned with 
loads garlic. There are also the more familiar tabouli, 
humous, and stuffed grape leaves well several differ- 
ent salads ($2 $5). The appetizers come with warm 
wedges pita bread fresh and chewy they remind you 
what pita supposed taste like. 

The Corner entrees are dishes most 
Cantabrigians have encountered before: souvlaki, moussa- 
ka, spanikopita, kebab, and pastitso. These entrees are 
amply accompanied rice pilaf well salad adorned 
with fat slab feta. Desserts are simple: rice pudding, 
créme caramel, and baklava.

Glory metes out justice black America

ollywood’s record filming 
epochs black history has been 

one instance after another 
faith broken not only with those who 
lived through that history, but with the 
black moviegoers who longed see 
something their own heritage 
screen. Francis Coppola’s The Cotton 
Club, the Harlem Renaissance became 
the backdrop for gaudy melodrama 
white characters cribbed from ‘30s 
gangster pictures. Alan Mis- 
sissippi Burning, the victims and heroes 
Freedom Summer took second place 
fantasy FBI agents become vigilante 
saviors. 

Despite some flaws and missteps, 
Glory, about the 54th Massachusetts 
Regiment, the first unit black soldiers 
fight the Civil War, keeps the faith. 
This may the first film emotional 
American history. When Glory moves 
among its white characters, has the 
period-epic stiffness that comes from 
people too conscious the virtuousness 
their project. But when black actors 
Denzel Washington, Morgan Freeman, 
and the sensational newcomer Andre 
Braugher are screen, the movie 
sure-footed and electric and frequently 
overwhelming. 

The movie’s major white character 
Colonel Robert Gould Shaw (Matthew 
Broderick), the young son prominent 
Boston abolitionists who was chosen 
command the 54th and then had fight 
persuade the government and the 
Army take the black soldiers out the 
service jobs intended for them and let 
them fight.

his eyes bore into Shaw, and except for 
fleeting sneer and lone teardrop, his 
face remains hard and set. 

Denzel Washington who with 
shaved head first unrecognizable 
has dangerous wit the role, the 
pointed slyness someone who pushes 
just see how far can go. When 
gets angry, which often, uneasy 
stillness comes over him. Pride and 
impulsiveness and anger are all mixed 
Trip, and Washington shows you not 
only how annoys the other men but 
how fires them up. When the soldiers 
discover that they will paid less than 
white soldiers, Trip urges the men tear 
their pay slips, and Washington has 
such heroic presence moves 
among them that caught his 
surging rage. 

But none the men suffers 
distance much Thomas (Andre 
Braugher), the black boyhood friend who 
has always been his unquestioned equal. 
Assuming that their 
continue unchanged the Army, 
Thomas wounded when Shaw refuses 


see him because it’s not proper 
procedure, and his pride comes close 
shattering when the bigoted 
drill instructor smashes him the face 
with the butt rifle and Shaw does 
nothing about it. 

wounded dignity can charismatic, 
then Andre Braugher manages it, and it’s 
the kind charisma that could easily 
make him star. With his tiny, round 
glasses and full, round diction, Thomas 
joke the white officers and oddity 
his fellow soldiers. The role has the 
potential real drag, the sensitive 
outsider, but Braugher’s magnetism and 
bearing dry out; enlists your 
sympathies without asking for them.

Not only there that stiffness 
the scenes with white actors, but there 
are obvious touches, like group 
black children singing Country ‘Tis 
Thee” Union social, and James 
Horner’s score, never-ending suc- 
cession heavenly choirs that 
the real emotion. Shaw con- 
ceived boy who grows into his role 
officer, but Broderick doesn’t grow 
into his role, though works his tail off 
trying. He’s very good scene where 
reduces stuttering soldier (Jihmi 
Kennedy) nervous wreck. But when 
threatens racist supply clerk 
refusing outfit arm the 54th, 
doesn’t have the upstart’s brashness that 
would make the scene satisfying. 

Still, there’s not one major thing that 
director Edward Zwick gets wrong. 
Working with his cinematographer, the 
great Freddie Francis, Zwick achieves 
impressive, epic battle vistas, and though 
the battle scenes great, has kept 
the large-scale action clear. 

Sometimes what goes right matter 
small things. scene where family 
and friends the 54th gather see them 
march off war their new uniforms 
identical dozens scenes from dozens 
movies, but with 
difference: the faces you see are black. 
And that small anteing history (and 
film history) makes the familiar unex- 
pectedly fresh. 

There something conventional, even 
old-fashioned, about Glory. This film 
about how war allows men prove their 
worth, and that flies the face 
everything we’ve come believe about 
the reality warfare this century. 
Watching the film can make you feel 
divided against yourself, since every- 
thing you wants see these men get 
chance show their courage battle 
even though you know awaiting 
them, and even though they know that 
the society fighting for will shun 
them they survive. But stake 
inextricable from their recognition 
human beings. It’s irony that doesn’t 
escape the film: the only option this 
country gives them for that recognition 
will probably mean their death. Yet what 
you respond what Robert Lowell, 
his eulogy Shaw and the 54th, called 
lovely, peculiar power choose 
life and die.” 

Glory great film, but it’s got 
hold great, emotionally charged 
subject, and you love great acting, 
then the scenes with Washington 
Braugher and Freeman are bliss.

Miss Daisy leads solitary 
life her-Atlanta house; her only steady 
companion the laconic, no-nonsense 
cook, Idella (Esther Rolle), and her 
significant routines aren’t daily, 
weekly mah jongg nights and Satur- 
day mornings the temple, where she 
meets with other elderly ladies her set. 
When she demolishes her automobile 
and her son Boolie (Dan Aykroyd) insists 
hiring her black chauffeur, she 
opposes him stubbornly. But Morgan 
Hoke Colburn gray-haired, 
bespectacled, and armed with gentle, 
charm just obstinate Miss Daisy’s 


irritated detachment. Driving Miss Daisy 


about how Hoke and Miss Daisy 
become the most intimate friends 

without ever violating the division be- 
tween their social roles. It’s flirtation 
magnificent actors delicate and daz- 
zling.

inflected those old-style “production 
values” that Stephen Frears wisely cir- 
cumvented his version, last year’s 
exciting Dangerous Liaisons. 

Sure enough, Valmont moves 
pace; Forman crawls through 
scenes that cry out played 
Restoration-comedy clip, and keeps 
interrupting the action heap yawny 
little interludes that show 
outdoor markets boudoir baths were 
like Baroque France.

The movie not only makes mincemeat 
out the novel; drama, it’s nonsense.

Fairuza Balk has funny running gag:

But she’s talented; when 
Forman’s set-ups don’t strand her, she 
makes nice contribution the gallery 
movie Merteuils. She comes across

When she guesses that he’s 
seeing someone else; she doesn’t aban- 
don the role the faithful, loving 
mistress saves her vengeful 
moments (and her ironies) for her téte-a- 
tétes with Valmont, from whom she 
hides nothing. 

Bening stage-trained, and you can 
tell; she’s black-cherry alto buried 
under all that feminine hush, and she 
knows how use it, But when shé has 
giggle over scandalous tidbits 
dinner-table conversation, when Val- 
mont, fit pique, wrecks her 
composure hauling her out her 
bath, you feel embarrassed for her. 

The epic bore, but that’s 
great loss, since there have already been 
two terrific films the novel. And does 
have Meg Tilly, young actress who 
seems get better and better. her 
reading the role, Tourvel touchingly 
modest, and what keeps her afloat 
strong sense herself; once Valmont 
undermines that, appealing 
childlike about her courting her 
she were fairy-tale princess, she’s 
through she gets swept 
passion she never realized she had. 

the filmmakers violate Laclos once again 
(as well the logic and integrity the 
character) altering her fate.

work the film can’t faulted, though.

American economic system don’t 

usually find much audience. 
Even movie gripping Paul 
Blue Collar (1978), with its trio 
disaffected auto workers seeking 
wring satisfaction from the powers that 
be, failed arouse 
Somehow the exploited working class 
doesn’t shape too well 
movie material. And neither does the 
vast abstraction corporate power leer 
with sufficient conviction serve 
villain. People want black and white, 
good guys and bad guys, when they 
the movies, not the soiled laundry 
everyday toil and injustice. 

when Michael Moore set out 
make documentary about the shut- 
down General Motors plants and the 
resultant unemployment his home- 
town Flint, Michigan, his chances 
taking that film wide audience 
seemed bleak. But the mounting 
hoopla over Roger indicates, 
Moore found way get his picture 
seen. was shrewd enough pose his 
story struggle between good and evil 
and find suitable hero and villain 
scapegoat. Engaging his audience 
through formula and humor 
would then give lesson economics. 

Although some have questioned the 
film’s validity documentary, Moore’s 
scheme works. And that’s largely due 
the appeal the film’s hero Moore 


ilms exploring the inequities the 


himself. crumpled and homely an. 


witty and master the absurd and 
ironic. He’s like a_comfortable, self- 
effacing David Letterman, indulging 
Letterman’s comic aggressiveness and 
even sadism but avoiding his arrogance 
and abrasiveness. Moore the class 
clown who ultimately the butt his 
jokes, and when begins his 
film with brief economic history 
Flint, listen attentively, knowing the 
punch lines will worth it.

These weird and ambiguous American 
portraits provide some Roger 
strongest moments.

Repeatedly 
denied audience with the villain, 
Moore builds case against Smith 
absentia.

The show’s chronicling the horrors 
faced American blacks, and the 
courage people like Mose (the 
grandfather murdered Emmet Till), 
Fannie Lou Hamer, James Meredith, 
Medgar Evers, and Martin Luther King 
facing those horrors, had unstoppable

story. Incredibly, Blackside, the Boston- 
based company that produced the show, 
has managed bring the same in- 
telligence and clarity the continuation 
epic story that becomes more 
splintered and complex goes on. 

seen seven the eight hours 
the second series; the last episode was 
not quite finished, and others, with some 
editing and sound mixing still done, 
were not yet their final form. But I’ve 
got qualms about calling the 
episodes that now make the complete 
Eyes the Prize among the greatest 
achievements documentary filmmak- 
ing. Like them, gives the raw material 
history the shape and power great 
drama.

consistent refusal editorialize and 
equally consistent respect for the view- 
intelligence.

Speak- 
ing what the civil-rights movement 
meant, and what meant for black 
reach high office, Darnell says, “We 
were, for all practical purposes, engaged 
revolution. was still the civil-rights 
revolution. The persons during the 1960s 
laid down their lives and died put 
into these positions power.” 

But the show reminds you, millions 
are still trying find their own share 
that power. Eyes the Prize wipes 
you out emotionally again and again, and 
though leaves you weary, 
convinced that the longest part the 
journey still lies ahead.

portraits 
friends and lovers are intense 

that their souls seem flicker 
through their sensitive faces and ex- 
pressive hands. But his nudes have 
faces. They are seen fragments, cool 
and smooth marble. They turn their 
back the camera; their faces are cut off 
turned away. But you can judge for 
yourself, since both portraits and nudes 
are display the Museum Fine 
Arts, generous exhibit culled from 
the Lane Collection. 

Weston, who lived from 1889 1958, 
was professional photographer before 
fell love with modern art, but 
modernism concentrated his vision and 
purified his style. the early 1920s, 
struggled free himself 
constraints pictorial photography and 
bourgeois life. midlife, left his first 
wife and successful photography studio 
Glendale, California, live first 
Mexico and then Carmel, the 
Northern California coast. 

There used the camera pursue 
the simplified, abstract forms modern 
art while practicing his characteristically 
California obsessions with health food, 
nudism, zen, and physical fitness. His 
photographs rocks and seashells, 
green peppers and windblown cypresses, 
share with his nudes the same curves and 
textures, shapes and shadows. 

Weston’s 1924 portrait Tina Modotti 


shows her very close up, with tears her 
eyes. Under the harsh Mexican sun, 
shadows sculpt her lips and eyes; 
mantle thick black hair frames her 
massive, tragic face. 

also photographed Modotti nude, 
sunbathing face down striped 
blanket stone roof. Here the smooth, 
dark curves her body are elements 
the abstract composition, like the rough 
blanket, the chalky stones the roof, the 
shapes the sunlight and shadows. 
the portrait, she real woman, who 
weeps and makes you weep. nude, 
she beautiful abstraction; she Art. 

Modotti was one the many women 
Weston’s life, Italian film actress 
who wrote him breathless, passionate 
letters. The beauty all! Wine 
books pictures music candlelight 
eyes look into and then darkness 


Art 


overwhelms and then tears 
come and sadness but that sadness 
comes blessing and new form 
beauty ... Yes drunk with 
desires crave their attainment 
the supreme form love.” 

For Weston, sex and photography 
were inextricable. the daybooks where 
recorded the events his life, 
barely distinguished between making 
love and making art. dancer Bertha 
Wardell, wrote, “Against her blue- 
veined, pearl-white thighs and torso was 
fire-red focus wavy hair Before 
the hours love she danced for me. felt 
and saw clearly development should 
bring some fine negatives.” 

And his stenographer, Cristel Gang: 
“Cristel has body exaggerated 
proportions. overstate her curves 
became preoccupation.” 


Charis Wilson, who became Weston’s 
second wife, was when she met him. 
“On April [1934] new love came into 
life, most beautiful one, one which 
will, believe, stand the test time ... 
The first nudes were easily amongst 
the finest had done, perhaps the finest 
... knew now what was coming; eyes 
don’t lie and she wore mask ... 
made some eighteen negatives, delaying 
always delaying, until last she lay 
there below waiting, holding eyes 
with hers. And was lost and have been 
ever since.” 

One Weston’s many photographs 
Charis Wilson shows her the Oceana 
dunes, lying face down with her head 
the sand. Her body appears almost 
calligraphic, curled and stretched like 
white writing page white sand. 

first response this picture was 
sheer admiration for its formal perfection 
and abstract beauty. But the longer 
gazed, the colder felt. The woman 
the dunes looks she had been tossed 
the sea onto the beach, bleached 
and smooth, like one the rocks 
shells that Weston also photographed. 
was reminded the lines from Words- 
worth’s Slumber Did Spirit Seal”: 
“No motion has she now, force;/She 
neither hears nor sees;/Rolled round 
earth’s diurnal course,/With rocks, and 
stones, and 

Describing his photograph green 
pepper, Weston wrote, “It classic, 
completely satisfying ... abstract that 
completely outside subject matter. 
has psychological attributes, hu- 
man emotions are aroused.” 

Weston’s nudes, like his seashells and 
green peppers, are great abstractions. Are 
they classic? Yes. Completely satisfying? 
Not for me. Stripped psychology and 
human emotion, the nudes become 
objects under the camera’s mechanical 
eye the camera that Weston once 
called “perhaps only love.” 


His portraits have names, but his 
nudes not. You can recognize Tina 


dark, voluptuous 
Sonya Noskowiak’s strong legs, 
Charis Wilson’s long, smooth curves 
but they are all called “Nude.” There 
something chilling about Weston’s re- 
duction the women who loved him 
into the pure forms modern art.

“The Grand Tour” delicious little 
show 18th-century prints and draw- 
ings, the delicate, elegant style known 
rococo, that’s been selected from the 
permanent collection. works 
very well after roomful Weston’s 
artful modern nudes like light, 
lemony dessert after heavy meal.

owadays it’s Janet Jackson, but the hot 
female superstar that made A&M Records 

was Karen Carpenter. Similarities are 
rampant: each creating her art the shadow 
domineering brother; each tending over- 
whelmed her producers; each with problem 
concerning food. 

course, Karen Carpenter rock-star 
move not typical her career did die before she 
got old, almost seven years ago. Although she 
never lived shake her booty MTV, appear 
special celebrities-with-problems edition 
Oprah, even see the release the material 
the just-issued Carpenters Lovelines, she did 
receive the ultimate accolade our society can 
bestow: her very own made-for-TV biography, 
The Karen Carpenter Story. Now, never read the 
book was based on, but the bio-pic could 
metaphor for what KC’s life was about. This is, 
while Karen was being torn apart insecurities, 
depression, and other demons, her parents and 
brother Richard wrung their hands worriedly and 
said, “Golly, what’s wrong with her, anyway?” 

Could that what was wrong with Karen 
might have been the song selection, her 
gooey arrangements, her persona toothy 
mannequin, and career based following 
orders? One the subtexts The Karen 
Carpenter Story (over which Richard Carpenter 
had considerable control) suggests that spite 
how special everyone thought Karen was, she 
owed her success her family. This fueled 
suspicion that Richard felt was just 
important the Carpenters KC. This like 
saying Frank Sinatra was nothing without Nelson 
Riddle. arranger, Richard was and 
dimensional.

Peter Murphy moves Bauhaus

fter years hesitation, Peter 
Murphy, former frontman. for 

Bauhaus, recently curled 
London den with his old group’s 
catalogue. Nervous about hearing his 
early work remastered digital format, 
the singer braced himself popped 
the first disc in. That was few weeks 
ago, but Murphy’s enthusiasm sounded 
bakery fresh when described his 
reaction the other day.

One standout cut, “Deep Ocean Vast 
Sea,” crackles with allusive, malevolent 
lightning: “Take the steps the other 
side/Up-turned razors the air thick 
with karma/The sutra way 
down/Listen boy, it’s long way down.”
